Allberta’s provincial election is just a month away, the Aberhart 


government having succeeded in its plan to rush the legislature 


Session to a finish in order to hurry provincial voters to the polls 
ahead of the federal election. 


, The date of the election is March 21st—just five 
days before the federal vote. The date was set Friday night 
when Aberhart. presented to Lieutenant-Governor Hon. 1 Bak 
Bowen for signature an order dissolving the legislature; the 
premier announced the disselving and the election date a few 
minutes later in the legislative chamber. 


1 : In spite of war problems and the fact that for the 
first.time in the Aberhart regime there had been no special 
sessions, fora year, the budget of about $25,000,000 was the 
largest the, people of Alberta ever have been asked to pay. In 
spite of the fact that grave charges of carelessness and ineffici- 
ency,.in the handling .of public funds had been made, the leg 

_ islative. session was. the shortest regular session on record ir 
Alberta. ., Less than a day was spent on the bud et; it was 
pushed, through at the rate of $90,000 every five minutes, 

The brevity of the session did not prevent thc 
members from taking their indemnities of $2,000 each for those 
seven days‘of sitting in the ‘legislature. 


According to reports from the secret session of the 
caucus, the Social Credit board of strategy wanted the members 
to accept just a part of that $2,000 because it was felt tha‘ 
voters might not like to see the members grab $287 a day each: 
for rushing through their jobs. But, according to those re- 
ports, the members objected to losing any part of the full in- 
demnity. 


In its rush to choke off the session, the government 
did not pause long enough to receive and table the report o| 
the McGillivray ‘royal commission which under government 
ordets, sat for more than a year investigating the oil industry 
in Alberta\. Globe to 540.000 was spent by the government on 
that commission, ft is shown by figures made public so far, and 
it is believed that Costs ‘to the companies involved were even 
more, ‘’ Mr: Justice A. A. McGillivray’s commission probed 
the entire situation thoroughly in dozens of its angles, getting 
a complete picture by going far beyond the points which the 
government had suggested “And in the “speech from the 
throne” the cabinet took credit for the healthy condition of the 
industry in the province, although the government does little 
else than collect its profits in royalties from production and say 
how much can be ‘produced. ‘It is not known now when the 
commission’s ' report will be presented and made public, or 
whether any: action will be taken on it by the government,

CTheSNAPSHOT GUILD 


PICTURE YOUR PETS 


A flash bulb, fired just as the photographer aroused the Feoe from sleep, 
captured this picture. The camera was first set for “time” and the 


shutter 


FEY albums contain enough pic- 
tures of the family pet—the 
dog, kitten, parrot, or whatever 
animal companion you have. How- 
ever, with a little patience and 
strategy, such shots are not dif- 
ficult to get—and they certainly 
add interest and variety to your 
picture colection, 

For a good picture of the pet, 
you need a large image—and here 
is where the portrait attachment 
comes in, Slip one of these on the 
camera lens, and you can take pic- 
tures with a box camera as near as 
8 feet to the subject, Even nearer, 
if yours is a focusing model and 
you use the attachment. 

Naturally, you'll pick a moment 
when the pet is quiet. Bait is help- 
ful, For example, a saucer of milk 
to tempt the cat, Put the milk in 
the chosen spot, under your photo 
lights—place the camera exactly 
the right distance away from the 
sSaucer—and as soon .as the pet 
takes the bait, you're ready to 
shoot. For shots with photo bulbs 
of the “flood” type, load the cam- 
era with high speed film. 

Flash bulbs are often a help in 
shooting pet pictures, The picture 


opened, 


above is a “flash shot.” First, the 
camera was placed just the right 
distance’ from the dog, while he 
slept under the kitchen stove. The 
shutter was set for a “time” ex- 
posure, Then the photographer 
turned off the kitchen lights — 
Opened the camera shutter—made 
a loud noise to awaken the dog— 
and flashed the flash bulb. Then it 
was necessary merely to close the 
shutter and wind the film for the 
next shot. 

Thus, you see, you don’t have to 
have a synclrronizer for flash shots, 
although it’s a convenient device. 
Indoors, you can use the flash bulb 
in any electric socket. Make sure, 
of course, that the light switch is 
in the “off” position before you in- 
sert the bulb. For flash pictures, 
either chrome film or high speed 
film can be used, but you must 
have the light at the right dis- 
tance from the subject. 

Pets are excellent subjects for 
indoor shots—and it would be fun, 
this winter, to make a,collection of \ 
pictures showing your pet’s antics 
and activities: No two pictures will. 
be alike—and their interest never 
wanes, Try it and see,
